I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1953.  The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated,  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  No,  l/54  dated,  the  12th  January,  1954. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  14.4  per  thousand  of  the 
population  and  this  rate  corrected  for  comparability  in  age  ard 
sex  distribution  in  the  country  as  a whole  ?;as  15.0.  The  Birth 
Rate  for  England  and  Vifalcs  v»?as  15.5. 

There  were  fev;er  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
Crude  Death  Rate  vt/as  10.2  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This  rate 

corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the  oountry 
as  a whole  v/as  8.5.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11. 4- 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  wras  19. 0 compared 
v;ith  28.6  in  1952.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
was  26.8. 


The  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  O.I4  as  compared  with  0,14 
in  1952  and  0,27  in  1951. 

Infectious  Disease. 


The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  five  hundred  and.  nine  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  eighteen  in  1952. 
Prom  the  table  on  page  11  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  was  mainly 
due  to  a rise  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  and  TJhooping  Cough  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  to  an  increased  incidence  of  Sonne  Dysentery  and  Pneumonia. 

One  hundred  and  four  cases  of  YvHooping  Cough  T;ere  notified  as  compared 
with  seven  in  1952  while  three  hundred  and  thirteen  cases  of  Measles 
were  notified  compared  with  fifty-three  in  the  previous  year.  I am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  these  two 
diseases.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  reduced  incidence  of  the 
serious  complications  of  these  diseases  is  due  to  the  discovery  during 
recent  years  of  many  new  anti-biotic  drugs. 

Very  little  infectious  disease  was  reported  from  the  Hop 
Pickers'  Camps. 

Enteric  Group. 

Tvventy  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  prevalence  of  this  disease  in  a community  bear’s  a distinct 
connection  with  the  standards  of  personal  cleanliness.  The  bacteria 
causing  this  disease  are  normally  found  in  the  bov/el  of  the  patient 
during  the  illness  and  for  a variable  period  afterv/ards  (this  period 
varies  from  a few  days  to  several  weeks).  Prevention  of  this 
disease  depends  largely  on  maintaining  a high  degree  of  personal 
hygiene  at  all  times. 
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Food  Poisoning. 


Five  cases  of  illness  caused  by  Food  Poisoning  organisms 
were  reported  during  the  year.  These  cases  occurred  during  the 
month  of  January  but  there  r/as  no  apparent  connection  between  the 
source  of  infection. 

Poliomyelitis . 

One  mild  case  in  an  adult  was  notified  during  the  month  of 

May. 

Sc arlet  Fever . 

Forty-eight  cases  v/ere  notified  during  the  year,  tvjenty-nine 
cases  occurring  in  the  age  group  5"9  years.  Children  in  this  group, 
residing  in  a rural  area,  normally  have  a lov;er  degree  of  natural 
immunity  than  children  living  in  more  congested  areas. 

Pneumonia. 


Fifteen  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  of 
which  fourteen  occurred  in  the  older  age  groups.  Pneumonia  was 
responsible  for  four  deaths  and  was  the  only  infectious  disease  which 
caused  any  mortality. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  inoculations  given  at  the  welfajre 
clinics  and  by  doctors  in  the  district  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-five 
primary  and  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  re-inforcing.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1952  were  two  hundred  and  twenty  and  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
respectively.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  and 
this  can  be  considered  a most  satisfactory  position.  Last  year  in  my 
report  I stressed  the  importance  of  Diphtheria  immunisation  in  preventing 
the  incidence  of  disease  and  I again  stress  with  no  less  emphasis  that 
all  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  should  be  immunised.  I am 
indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  figures  supplied  in 
Tables  Nos.  9 and  10  on  page  l6. 

Vacc in at ion. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  was  one 
hundred,  and  fifty-seven  and  nineteen  viorc  re-vaccinated.  The  number 
of  children  under  tv;o  years  of  age  who  were  vaccinated  was  one  hundred 
and  fifty.  The  most  appropriate  time  for  having  primary  vaccination 
carried  out  is  under  one  year  of  age.  The  figures  in  Table  No.  11  on 
page  17  were  also  furnished  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  statistics  of  the  rural  district  during  the  past  year  are 
very  satisfactory. 

I am  indebted  to  llr.  G.  Longley,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  his  comments  and  for  the  preparation  of  the  statistics 
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shown  in  pages  20  to  31  of  this  report,  which  give  a good  idea  of 
the  many  duties  undertalcen  by  the  Sanitary  Inspecting  Staff. 

In  conclusion  ray  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times  during  the  year 
and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  assistance  throughout  the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  report  on  the  v;ork 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  1953. 

'iVater  Supplies. 

Samples  have  been  collected  regularly  froai  the  mains  of  the 
'later  Companies  supplying  this  district,  and  all  were  reported  to 
be  satisfactory, 

A scheme  for  a main  extension  to  the  Four  'v/ents  area  of 
Hawkhurst  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Council,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  carried  out  during  1954. 

The  proportion  of  houses  with  a supply  of  main  water  is 
approximately  94. 4/.-. 

Sewerage. 

In  April  19535  sin  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  held  a Public  Enquiry  into  the  proposed  main 
sewerage  scheme  for  Hawkhurst.  The  result  of  this  enquiry  is  not 
yet  known,  but  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  a part  of  the  sewerage 
scheme  may  be  commenccci  in  the  near  future,  and  thus  deal  v/ith 
unsatisfactory  conditions  existing  at  the  present  time. 

Hous ing. 

The  tables  set  out  later  in  the  Report  give  figures  of  the  \7ork 
carried  out. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  erected  67  houses,  as  follows:

In  addition,  19  new/  houses  were  built  in  the  district  by 
private  builders,  and  three  new  houses  wore  provided  by  the 
conversion  of  other  premises. 

Applica.tions  for  Improvement  Grants  were  agreed  in  respect  of 
three  cottages  during  the  3/ear,  in  one  case  the  work  was  completed 
and  in  the  remaining  two  the  work  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year 
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An  undertaking  \ve,s  received  from  the  owner  that  four  cottages 
previously  represented  as  unfit  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit 
at  reasonable  cost,  would  not  be  re-let.  Two  of  the  cottages  arc- 
now  empty. 


Court  proceedings  were  instigated  in  respect  of  repairs  to 
one  cottage  and  resulted  in  the  necessary  works  being  carried  out 
by  the  owner  after  a long  delay. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

7\rith  the  continued  control  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  over 
slaughtering,  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  not  been  in 
use  except  for  the  killing  of  a small  number  of  cottagers'  pigs. 

Milk. 


Much  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the  area  is  now  delivered  to  the 
retailers  in  bottles  as  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk. 

Ice  Cres,m. 


The  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  all  obtain 
their  supplies  from  outside  the  district,  and  the  bulk  of  the  ice 
cream  is  now  pre-wrapped. 

Hop-pickers'  Camps. 

The  usuaJ  attention  was  given  to  hop-pickers'  camps  during  the 
season.  All  the  camps  were  inspected  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the 
hop-pickers,  and  as  much  time  as  possible  spent  on  inspections  during 
occupation. 

The  first  part  of  the  picking  sea.son  was  favoured  vvith  good 
weather,  and  during  this  time  the  general  sanitary  conditions  were 
satisfactory.  With  the  deterioration  of  the  weather,  however,  the 
need  for  adequate  paving  outside  huts  and  cookhouses  and  to  water 
points  in  bad  weather  was  demonstrated.  Fortunately,  most  of  the  huts 
now  have  impervious  floors,  and  although  under  the  byelaws  these 
cannot  be  enforced  in  existing  huts,  farmers  are  encouraged  to  provide 
the  m . 


Two  hop-picking  machines  'were  in  use  during  the  season  and 
appear  to  function  satisfactorily. 

An  inspection  of  C£i.mps  'was  carried  out  during  the  picking  season 
by  Dr.  H.iu,  Flliott  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Cle an  Food . 


Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  premises  where 
food  is  prepared,  and  conditions  are  generally  satief actory . 
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I would  like  to  cucpress  my  appreciation  of  the  support  given 
all  times  by  I'iembers  of  the  Council  and  yourself.
